When the sheriff left for Omaha, 
Sunday, he was accosted by citizens at 
Bancroft who.asked him.what he would 
do if they should attempt to lynch Hig- 
gins. 


"Shoot the first man who tried it," he 


said. 


•'Well we just wanted to know, chances 


are you will have some shooting to do." 


Higgins' crime was a wanton one. He 


had worked on the Copple farm and had 
had some trivial dispute with Mr. Cop- 
ple. 
Anger over this is the only sugges- 


tion of a reason for the murder. He kill- 
ed both in the barnyard with a gun. He 
was. a young.man and after his arrest, 
became radically religious, participating 
in every, service held at the jail.

of monopolies, are getting the "gilt"- and 
the "velvet" at every turn. One bit of

Legitimate bus- 
mess is attractive to the jugglers in pro- 
pt-rtion as it offers opportunities for this 
kind of graft on the side, the principles

STEEL ~PAVEM~ENT IN PARIS. 


It is Expected to Give a Good Surface 
: - 
for Horses. 


New York Sun: 
Paris is experiment- 


ing with the latest thing in pavement. 
They call it steel pavement, but it is 
really a concrete pavement 
reinforced 


'with-'a steel framework. The trial sec- 
tion of it has been laid on the Rue Saint- 
M'imin. in front of the Conservatoire of 
Arts and Industries. 


,'iiir- metal part of the pavement is a 


plate of perforated steel 
with 
strong 


Ijnlts of atfcl running through it between 
the perforations. Kadi section has some 
resemblance to a steel harrow, only the 
prongs project equally on each side and 
tlify are square and blunt. 


The plates are arranged ijose together 


on a bed of rough concrete such as is 
ur-ed for wood block pavement. Then a 
specially prepared cement 
is shoveled 


upon them in u soft condition and ram- 
med down until it makes a solid mass, 
with the .steel frame just leveled off ev- 
enly with tlm upper tips of the prongs. 


The steel prongs are r-o close together 


that the .shoe of every horse and every 
wheel of any width must rest in part on 
them nnd in part on t'ne cement. It is 
expected in this way to secure a highly 
durable but distinctly uneven surface, 
nrie nn which liorr.es will have sure foot- 
ing in all weathers and on which.they 
e:ui .secure the necessary purchase to pull 
lieavv loads. 


It will be superior to asphalt in ulfi- 


inate economy and to wood, both in the 
better footing that it afTords (o horses 
nnd in the fact that it will not admit of 
dangerous nits developing. The sample 
laid cost $5.40 a square meter, a little 
more than a square yard, but when the 
work is done on a large scale it is believ- 
ed the price can be cut to about $4.50. 
The life of such a pavement without ser- 
ious repairs is estimated at ten years as 
a minimum.

Among other things he 
found a packet of radish seed in an open 
box in the attic of the fort. These seeds 
had been exposed for sixteen years to a

The seeds were sent home 
and .remained until the spring of lOOj, 
when they were sown and fifty per cent 
produced perfectly normal plants, from 
twenty-three year old seeds.

DECLARE BATE'S SLAYER 


MADE DYING CONFESSION 


I IS AGAINST USE'. OF AUTOS'STATE SUPERVISION URGED' 


James Kirk, One of Two Brothers Who 


Conducted Road House, Said to Have 


Owned to Killing.—Father Has Not 


Received Such -Information. 


".No sir, I have heard nothing of an 


alleged death-bed confession of James 
Kirk, alleged to have been made at 
Lambert, 111, in effect that it clears 
up tiie murder of my son William Bate," 
said Jolm W. Bate, superintending en- 
gineer of the Mitchell Motor Car Co., 
wht!!i interviewed this morning, in re- 
gard to telegrams sent out from Chi- 
cago.

fied." continued Mr. Bate. 


The. .story frpm Chicago, is in effect 


that u death-bed confession is expected 
to clear up the. mystery of the murder 
of young Bate, who WHS shot dead in 
an automobile on the night of Novem- 
ber in, 1IKM, on a lonely road outside 
of Chicago. 
Jamns Kirk, .who is re- 


ported to have died at Lambert, III., 
u small town on the Chicago &. Alton 
railway near Jolict. is declared to have 
made the. statement that throws light 
on the case. 


"Tell thi! official* (hey need look no 


further for the man who shot Bate." 
According to telephone messages this 
statement was made1 before witnesses. 
\\ hoUio.r Kirk implicated himself in the 
crime or whether he involved others is 
not known.. 


Kirk is said to be one of the two 


brothers who conducted a rond house 
on the route taken by Bate and "Mr. 
Dove" on the way to Joliet on the night 
Bate was murdered. Detectives learned 
that Bate had stopped at the road house 
on the night of the murder. 


According to the. story told by the 


j\irk brothers immediately after the 
murder, Bute entered their road house 
with another mnn who corresponded in 
description to his passenger. During the 
subsequent investigation by the police 
this 
man was popularly 
known 
as 


"Dove." 


He gave this name to the'telephone 


operator at Canary's garage, where Bate 
Was chauffeur. Bate picked up the mys- 
terious Mr, Dove at the Auditorium An- 
nex.' Several hours later the auto WRS 
found standing on the road. 
Bute was 


found <le«d In the machine, shot in -the 
back" of the head.

The purpose in providing trains with 


spei-J recorders is to educate engineers 
to strive for smoother running and also 
to educate train crews and statiou'crews 
to faster work at stations. 
The new 


machine not only records the-speed 
which the train makes, but also records 
all stops and their duration. A complete 
check thus is kept on the engine nnd 
train crows.

less tin- glass surrounding it is broken.

other roads, which are capable of being

Cnre of the Piano. A piano should be 


tuned . at regular intervals, preferably 
after the beginning of each season. 
It 


becomes out- of time as much by change 
of temperature as by use. 


Too muoh stress can not be placed up- 


on the selection of a tuner, as an in- 
competent tuner can do great damage 
and will usually magnify a slight trou- 
ble in order to justify a high price. It 
is best never' to engage an unknown 
tuner, or if he is engaged be careful to 
examine his references and be satisfied 
that he is reliable and experienced. 


The jingling or singing sound at times 


noticeable when the piano is played fre- 
quently is due to what is called "sym- 
pathetic vibration." 
This is produced 


bv an ordinary article in the room vi- 
brating in sympathy with some particu- 
lar note in the. piano. 


To ascertain the cause of this vibra- 


tion the key which seems to produce 
the difficulty should be struck by one 
person and another should go about the 
room listening carefully, nnd thus tbc 
article which vibrates can be discovered 
nnd the cause removed.

A£ter all are cut, drain and 
dry in a towel/- Fry in deep hot lard, 
skim out,-lay'in a colander for half.a 
minute,, drop again into hot fat, when 
the slices -will f.well or puff up; skim 
out nnd serve hot.

Their attempt to embarrass the 


Associated Press' was utterly futile and 
it has'cost them so heavily in public 
sympathy, that- it doc? not seem possible 
that they can regain the ground thus 
'foolishly 
surrendered. These 
blunders 


.are. the-more regrettable, too, for the 
reason that it'is apparent to everybody 
.•with any »ort of knowledge of the situa- 
tion, that.the telegraphers have a number 
of. just, grievances against both of the 
telegraph companies which should have 
been heard at this time with a. view to 
the- correction of the evils complained 
of.

STATES KICHT.S IN SEW DRESS 


A question is coming up to the front 


that will have to be decided rightly. 
It is the question, can a ntatc by en- 
actment of law,as regards corporations 
provide that corporations accepting a 
state charter be bound by a requirement 
that no appeal shall ever be taken from 
a state court in which a case has orig- 
inated in which the corporation is a 
defendant or pltintiff. 
It seems to be 


generally admitted that where no such 
state law is in force that a state may 
not enforce a penalty where a corpora- 
tion has dared to appeal or seek a Fed- 
eral court in which to try a case in 
which it is interested through an ^en- 
actment of a state regulating measure; 
but where a law is in force and-a cor- 
porlation has irapliedly accepted it in 


' accepting a franchise or charter, does 


the corporation have to submit and re- 
duce itself solely to protection or at- 
tack of the state courts, with no ap- 
peal? 


It is just the old question, can a per- 


son, individual or corporation by agree- 
ment divest themselves of certain rights 
pertainiiic to ail. In these cases arising 


in the South the contention is squarely 
this, that the state by law forbid any 
railroad and consequently any corpora- 
tion from removing a. case in which it 
is interested in, from a state court to 
the Federal court. It is so contended by 
the governors ofj all 
these 
southern 


states. . 


Omitting all the fireworks of the pro- 


fessionals north and south, this pre- 
tension is simply nullification. No state 
can by law prohibit any person or legal 
person known as a corporation from re- 
sorting to all legal remedies the Federal 
constitution gives him, and no southern 
state governor can proclaim any such 
revolutionary business goes, nor can any 
northern governor cither. 
And yet at 


the same time, the interesting question 
comes in, can a Federal court by a blank- 
et injunction prohibit every person and 
persons from al»o seeking the courts 
for relief which the Federal constitution 
has given them, either through the Fed- 
eral part or State court, since no state 
may have laws in conflict, with the Fed- 
eral constitution. Yet it is but fair to 
say different decisions have been render- 
ed as to this, and one case that of an in- 
surance company which had its license 
revoked by the state of Kentucky there 
being a state law forbidding the removal 
of a case from a State court to the Fed- 
eral courts, the contention of the state 
being outside companies were bound by 
that law. 


But can a state thus arbitrarily deprive 


corporations of the assumed inalienable 
right to appeal to higher courts, and 
can corporations or individuals by agree- 
ment deprive themselves of their legal 
remedies. The. Record Herald of Chica- 
go says on this subject: 


"There is but little doubt among con- 


stitutional lawyers that states cannot _ 
arbitrarily deprive corporations of their 
constitutional rights, which include the ' 
taking of cases, at any stage, to any 
court having jurisdiction. 
But suppose 


a state grants a charter or a license 
with the distinct understanding that n;> 
such removals should take piiicc and 
with the stipulation that if attempted 
they should involve forfeiture of the 
privilege of doing business in the state; 
is such a condition legal'; 
Is a revoca- 


tion legitimate where a corporation has 
violated the contract it has d«lib<-rate!y 
entered into': 


In 1885, in an Iowa case, the Supreme 


Court held that the states could not by 
statute or otherwise take away 
from 


••foreign" corporations the right to ap- 
peal to the Federal courts, and that, 
therefore, charters could not be revoked 
for -'removals" under any circumstan- 
ces. 
But in l!)0ti. in a Kentucky case, 


the same court, with Justice Harlan and 
Day dissenting, upheld the revocation of 
a license for a removal 0:1 the ground 
that states have the power to refuse 
or withdraw permission to foreign com- 
panies to do business within their boun- 
daries, and that ''the fact, that .1 state 
may give what some may think a poor 
reason or none for n valid net is im- 
material." Kentucky had a statute pro- 
viding against removals of suits to Fed- 
eral courts, and her contention was that, 
all outside companies were subject to 
and bound by that statute as part of the 
permission to enter the state, for busi- 
ness purposes. 


Between these cases and prior to them 


other decisions were rendered involving 
the same question, and it is apparently 
impossible to reconcile them with each 
other." 


The subject has been raised anil must, 


be settled inasmuch a.- certain states 
flatly decline to accept the doctritic the 
Supreme Court can govern, that is, dis- 
trict Federal courts will not be recog- 
nized when appealed to by corporations 
seeking relief. Jlut the courts of the na- 
tion are closed to none, even the most 
objectionable of corporations or trusts.

It might have been expected the rail- 


roads would if possible get back in some 
way the deficiency they claim will be 
occasioned by the two cent passenger 
rate, so when the notification was made 
public freight rates would be incrca-sed 
it was hardly a surprise party. The in- 
crease came and it has been a bouncer 
being from the former minimum of 25c 
either to Milwaukee or Chicago by rail, 
up to the 40c minimum either way, and 
by boat from the former minimum of 
15'/.c to Milwaukee and 22V; to Chicago 
to the same 40c. This price is the same 
for all package? under 100 pounds. 


It will be noticed the increase is lar- 


ger by boat and again proves that water 
competition with rail is surely imag- 
inative,, certainly as to water competi- 
tion between Racine and Milwaukee and 
Chicago. 
These rates exceed 
express 


rates on packages up to a certain num- 
ber of pounds, as the minimum charge is 
forty cents on any sized weight pack- 
age not exceeding 100 pounds. 


This might be endured if not satis- 


factory, but the large shippers suffer no 
increase. 
For them the rates arc the 


same as they ship in large lots, it may 
be logical to not increase rates in large 
shippers, that is by the tonnage or over 
say 100 pounds, but it is not particu- 
larly comforting to the small shippers. 
Whether or not an appeal will be tak- 
en to the State Commission is not now 
known, but it would not be surprising 
if such snould bo, done. 


The increase As to 
the 
minimum 


weight rate is general throughout the 
west and applies generally to all locali- 
ties. The car load lot and in excess of 
100 pounds does not appear to be. af- 
fected. The comparison made as to the 
new rate affecting Racine in shipping 
to Milwaukee and Chicago gives a fair 
idea as to the changes made.

21,000,000 COWS MILKED. 


,v'A81IIX(;TOX, D. C, Aug. 22.—The 


growth of the dairy business has been 
tremendous. There are more than 21,- 
0*j,0.^ cows milked in the United States 
every dny, each gives 3,500 pounds of 
mitk a year, making the annual output 
of. this country about 70,000,000,000 
pounds of milk. 
It is disposed of in 


various ways. 
A little over half of it 


is required for the making of butter, 
one billion pounds of it goes into con- 
densed milk, three billion into cheese, 
and the rest is sold us cream., fed to 
the calves, or divided among the people 
of me country, each of whom should 
receive seven-tenths of a pound of milk 
a Jay—a good-sized tumbler full. 


If the cows were all told off ar.d as- 


signed to specific duty in this dairy 
products business, 6,400,000 of them 
would be required to furnish the milk, 
condensed milk and cream; 10,000,000 
would confine their attention solely to 
butter, and would each be expected to 
funiish ISP/a pounds a year; 840.000 
would be'assigned to the cheese indus- 
try, :ind the remaining number would 
Ir.ivc the raising of all the calves. 


As each individual in the 
United 


Stales is supposed to eat twenty pounds 
of butter each year, the Brindle fam- 
ily can not quite supply it. so we still 
import something like 45,000 pounds to 
m«Ke up the deficiency. 
One-third of 


the nation's • output of butter comes 
from the farms where three and one-half 
million farmers and their families, still 
churn it, pack it in firkins or tubs «nd 
deliver it to the nearest shipping point. 
Over'0,000 factories make the rest of 
the billion and a half pounds that we 
use annually.

President Roosevelt Sees Pressing Need 


for Legislation to Control Corpor- 


ations in Interstate Business. 


Recent Wall Street Disturbance, Due, in Measure, He 


Says, to Those Opposed to His Policies — Prose- 


cution of Trusts to Continue--Puritans' 


Character Speech Basis. 


1 PROVIXCETOWS, Mass., Aug.. 20.—I 
That he would not alter in any way' 
his policy during the remainder of his | 
term was the statement made by the 
President in his speech today at the 
laying of the cornerstone of the Cape 


pilgrim memorial monument. 


The president made a startling at- 


tack on Wall street and some of its 
manipulators, who, he said, were trying 
to depress its market, to discredit his 
administration, in the following vigor- 
ous language: 


"During the present trouble with tho 


stock market. I have of 'course received 
countless requests and suggestions, pub- 
lic and private, that I should say or do 
something to ease the situation. There 
is a world-wide financial disturbance. It 
is felt in the bourses of Paris and Ber- 
lin and British consols are lower, while 
prices of railway securities have also 
depreciated. 
On the Xew York stock 


exchange the disturbance has been par- 
ticularly severe, most of it, I believe, to 
be due to matters not particularly con- 
fined to the United States and to mat- 
ters wholly unconnected with any gov- 
ernmental action, but it may well be 
that the determination of the govern- 
ment in which, gentlemen, it will not 
waver, to punish certain malefactors of 
great wealth, has been responsible for 
something of the troubles at least to 
the extent of having caused these men 
to combine to bring about as much finan- 
cial- stress as they possibly can in order 
toJSliscredit the policy of the govern- 
ment and thereby to secure a. reversal 
of that policy so that they may enjoy 
the merits of their own evil doing. 
That they have misled many good peo- 
ple into believing that there should be 
eucli reversal of policy is possible. 
If 


so. J am Bony, but it will not alter my 
attjtude. .'Onco-for all, letjnc say that 
as far as I am concerned., and for the 
eighteen months of my administration 
that remain, there will be no change in 
the policy we have steadily pursued, nor 
let up in the effort to secure the hon- 
est ooservance of the law, for I regard 
thi» contest as one to determine who 
shall rule this government—the people 
through their governmental agents, or 
a. few ruthless and determined men, 
whose wealth makes them particularly 
formidable because they are behind the 
breastworks of corporate organization. 


No Vindictive Prosecution. 


"I wish there to be no mistake on this 


point. It is idle to ask me not to pros- 
ecute criminals, rich or poor. 
But 1 


desire no less emphatically to have it 
understood that we have undertaker, and 
will undertake no action of a vindictive 
tvnc and above all no action which 
shall inflict great or unmerited suffering 
upon the innocent stockholders ami up- 
on the public as a whole. Our purpose 
i« to act with the minimum of harsh- 
ness compatible with obtaining our ends. 
In th« men of great wealth who has 
earned hi? wealth honestly and used it 
wisely 
we 
recognize a 
good citizen 


worthy of all praise and respect. Busi- 
ness can only be clone, under modern 
condition through corporations and our 
purpose is to heartily favor Jhe em- 
portions that do well. 
The admin,,- 


tration appreciates that liberal but hon- 
est profit for legitimate promoter and 
generous dividends for capital employed 
either in founding or continuing an lion- 
est business venture, are the factors IIP,-- 
essarv for successful corporate .ii-uv-.ty, 
and therefore for generally prosperous 
business conditions.

I believe, furthermore, 


that the need for action, is most press- 
ing as regards those corporations which, 
because they are common carriers, ex- 
ercise a rjuaflipublic function;'sod which 
con be completely controlled; in all re- 
spects by the Federal Government, by 
the exercise of the power conferred un- 
der the interstate commerce clause, and, 
if necessary, under the post-road clause, 
of the Constitution. 


During the last few years we. have tak- 


en marked strides in advance along the 
road of proper regulation of these rail- 
road corporations'; • but 
we must 
not 


stop in the work. 
The National Gov- 


ernment should1 exercise over them a 
similar- supervision 'and' control to'thai 
which it exercises over national banks. 
We can do "this only by proceeding far- 
ther along the lines marked out by the 
recent national legislation. 


Anti Truat Legislation. 


"The American people becoming con- 


vinced control over great corporations 
was necessary, through their represen- 
tatives, passed the interstate commerce 
law and the Sherman Anti Trust law. 


••'The h'rst law, tne Bo-called Srrer- 


man law, has filled a useful place, for it 
bridges over the transition period until 
the American people 
shall definitely 


mako up its mind that it will exercise 
over the great corporations that thor- 
oughgoing and radical control which it is 
certain ultimately to find necessary. 


Recommends Cells For.Some. 


"Often men who linvc been guilty of 


violating these laws ha%'c really acted in 
criminal fashion, and if possible should 
be proceeded against criminally; and 
therefore it is advisable

>liould be a clause in these laws provid- 
ing i'or su:h criminal action, and. for pun- 
nshmunt by imprisonment as well as by 
iine.

Such'a view 
is wicked, whether applied to capitalist 
or labor leader, to rich man or pooor 
man; and all-that I. have said as te 
desirable and undesirable citizens re- 
mains true." 


Opposition By Wronkdoers. 


"Any effective action on the part of 


the Government is always objected to, 
as a matter of course, by the wrongdo- 
ers, and by their champions; and often 
one of the most effective ways of at- 
tacking the action of the Government is 
bv objecting to practical action upon 
the ground that it does no go far enough.

Spain it is impossible to get a servant 
who can read and write, and many of 
the poatmen are unable to tell to whom 
the letters they carry are 
addressed 


They bring a bundle of letters_to n house, 
and' the owner looks through them and 
takes those which are

which 
he 


thinks are) addressed to him. The Span 
ish postmen are not paid by the, state; 
the recipients of the letters have to re- 
munerate them according to the. amount 
jf their correspondence, and each letter 
jOBts the/addressee at least half a penny 
It is a joke among the easy-going Span- 
iards that he who treats the postmen 
oest receives the most letters— whether 
they are intended for him or not. 


In a population where 65 per cent are 


illiterate, nnd where, out of the remain 
ing 35 per cent probably one in ten can 
only read or write very little, it is ob- 
vious that the badly paid and precar- 
ious posts in the lower ranks of life are 
not likely .to.be filled by the. compara- 
tively few possessed1 of 1 these 
accom- 


plishments; and herein lies the reason 
for the otherwise inexplicable fact that 
many of the individuals handling the na- 
tion's correspondence' cannot read.

The Gulf Stream and the Climate. 
Evening Wisconsin: Old notions con- 


cerning the influence of ocean currents 
oh climate receive a body 
blow 
from 


1'rof. Cleveland Abbe ill an article over 
hb initials, contributed to the latest is- 
r-ui; of tho Monthly Weather Review. He 
says: 


"The mild climate of western Europe 


and tho still milder clinmte of the coast 
of Alaska, British Columbia, and Oregon, 
are not due to cither the Gulf Stream of 
the Atlantic or the Japan Stream of the 
Pacific, but to the steady How of winds 
laden with moisture from the ocean in 
general. The severe climates of China, 
Japan, Xew Kngland, and Labrador are 
not due to the distances of the 
Gulf 


Stream or the Japan Stream from the re- 
spective coasts, but directly to the dry, 
cold northerly winds themselves." 


With reference to a topic of which 


much has been made of late by headline 
writers ' for Eastern newspaper*, Prof. 
Abbe states that surveys 
which have 


been made from time to time have shown 
that "the surface, waters of 
the 
Gulf 


Stream are liable to be pushed aside to a 
distance of a hundred miles by variations 
in the winds, those same winds that also 
nil'ect the climute." It is not the Gulf 
Stream that affects the wind?, he insists, 
but the winds that affect both the cli- 
ninta and the Gulf Stream. • Therefore, 
he declares, the Gulf Stream has but lit- 
tle interest for meteorologists, however 
important it may be in questions beaj- 
ing on the fisheries, or the drift of dere- 
licts, or other nautical matters. 


Prof. Abbe attaches very light weight 


to the sensational theory of ship captains 
and newspaper headline artists, that the 
location of the Gulf Stream has been per- 
manently altered by earthquakes, and he 
expresses no confidence whatever in the 
icioa that changes have been effected in 
climate that wjll necessitate revisions of 
the times of planting and harvesting. The 
records of the weather conditions of the 
south since the time of Columbus show- 
that there are variations from year to 
year, but that the average from century 
to century docs not change. There may 
possibly bo cycles in climate, the profes- 
sor admits, but they have not been dis- 
coverend or defined. 
Laying down gen- 


oral principles, he observes: 


"The irregular variations in the weath- 


er from dny to day and from season to 
season are due to irregular changes in 
the genera! circulation of the atmosphere 
bv reason of which the air that moves 
toward the equator and returns toward 
the poles makes a different circuit every 
time. 
The great irregularities of 
the 


weather that affect mankind arc not due 
to sun-spots, nor to the moon or stars, 
nor to earthquakes, nor to any other m>, 
flurn'ee outside of the atmosphere, biib 
result from'ils.own internal mechanism. 
The great masses of air are surging to 
and fro over'the earth's surface like the 
\vater boiling in a' great caldron; any 
little float carried along in this water 
will circulate from the center to tho 
edge and from top to bottom over nnd 
over, iind yet never go through the same 
path twice. Ill a similar way we never 
have the same identical sots of winds, 
temperatures, and rains year after yenr, 
but only general seasonal resemblances; 
and it would take, several centuries to 
show tho extreme limits of variability^ 


n'locality. Between the-Rook- 
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ies and the Atlantic we are peculiarly;, 
subject, to irregularities in cold north- 
erlv. winds, which on the one hand may 
bring freezing wnlher to the Gulf coast, 
but-'on the other hanJ by'pushing aside 
the'warm moist air near the ground give 
rise to largo areas of cloud and rain or 
snow, so that the irregularities in our 
weather are traceable back 10 irregulari- 
ties in the interchange of air between 
the tropics nnd the polar rcp'ons." 


These, conclusions of Prof. Abbe are re- 


assuring. The earth is not likely to shoot 
from its sphere nor are seed time and 
harvost likely to fail in the era of tho 
generation of men now. living, or of their 
children or their children's children for
